Heberlein Proved 
--Saves $4 a Ton 
for Producer 


Probably the most important news 
that has reached Kootenay for many a 
day ie that the Heberlein procesa at 
Marysville emelter is a pronounced suc- 
cess. It has now been running several 
weeke, and hae done all that was asked 
or expected of it. Just what thie in- 
volves can hardly be realized, but it 
means at least that there is an actual 
saving of $5 a ton in the treatment of 
si.ver-lead ores of a certain grade, that 
the other lead emelters in the Kootenay 
will have to adopt the proceas, and that 
the producer should benefit to the extent 
of $4a ton on a60 per cent lead ore or 
concentrate. We imagine this will do 
more than tax or tariff legislation to 
stifle the complaints of lead ore ninere, 
and by solving the problem of cheap 
treatment it should stimulate production 
toan extent hitherto unknown in the 
Slocan. Just how this economic problem. 
has been golved may be gathered from. 
the fact that the Heberlein process ie # 
direct a8 compared with an indirect one. 
[It does not produce matte as in the 
vrdinary process, which then has to be 


j} treated again, but its first product is
